Scare. 



EUROPE. 

Lo.vnoN, March J8.— .\ dppuliitioii from 
tho leading towns will wuit upon Hiumii 
Carlingfokl, Lord of tlio I'rivy Soul, to 
urge tho rojoution by tho comiuoiia of tho 
aiuendmenta to tho contagious dueaso.s 
and animals bill.ndoptud by tho Lords. In 
tho coniinons, Undsou Clinndler moved ii 
second reading of tlui entile bill, lie 
inaintainod that it would itilbrd tho groat- 
cat security against injury to cunsuinurs. 
Tho bill was talked out and tho liouse iid- 
f) journed at 8 o'clock this ovojiiiig. 
.-s' LoNOOir, March 18. — The inomurinl 
tablet in honor of Samuel Pepys, in St. 
Olavo'a Church, London, wa.s unveiled 
to-day. JamoP RubsoU Lowell performed 
the coromony. In hia apeoch Lowell al- 
luded to tho presentation of the ahiy Alert 
by tho JJritish tiovornniosit to tlie United 
States, to tako part in tho Oreoloy search 
expedition, and aaid ho was glad to tos- 
'• tify that the Americans appreciated this 
graceful and generous act of England. 

LoNiJO.N, March 18. — In tho Hoii.se of 
Commons to day tho army eslimatea bill 
was passed. Tho amount appropriated is 
Jb'o, 240,000. Tho Marquis of liartiiigton 
stated that tho elastic terras of service 
and tho bounties were inducing prolonged 
periods of uiiliatmont for foreign sorvice. 
Regarding heavy naval urdiiiiiuee in pro 
cess of construction he .faid that, three 
-' guns of 110 tons, tho moat powerful in 
the world, four of 73 tons and four of -lI! 
jtona would be finished the present year. 

Lord Edmund Fitzmaurico, under for- 
eign secretary, announced that Uio inter- 
ruption of telegraphic coininunicatioh be- 
tween Shindy and Khartoum ' continues. 
Tho last dispatch from Gordon was dated 
March Uth. 

The scene about the entrance to tho 
house of commons this afternoon, where 
numerous committees were sitting, was 
of an unusual character. Clerks and por- 
ters carrying bags and boxes to the com- 
mittee-rooms wore stopped by the police 
and tho parcels subjected to a thorough 
investigation to prevent the possible in- 
troduction of dynamite. 

Bekdin, March 18.— The Ocrmun gov- 
ernment has asked tho .Austrian author- 
ities to postpone tho execution of Hugo 
Schneck, tho wholesale murderer of 
several girls, pending inquiry concerning 
the girls whom Sehneck is belioved tu 
have murdered in Germany. 

Pakis, March 18. — A manifesto from 
Prince Napoleon is reparded as inimiiiont. 
He has gone to Switzerland to avoid ar- 
rest, taking with him his papers and valu- 
ables, 

It is aaaortod that France will demand 
a heavy indemnity from China, and will 
occupy Chincao territory to guarantee its 
payment. 

The police suspect that DoGaiff, tho 
leader of tho party of Nihilists who mur- 
dered Col. Sudekin, is here. 

Pauis, March 18.— Prinio Mini.ster 
Ferry has been interviewed up»u the 
question of general diaarmameut by tiie 
European powers. Ho pronounces it an 
impossibility, and says tho discussion is 
therefore a waste of time. 

LoiVnoN, March 18. — Tho Marquis of 
Hartington, War Secretary, has rccoived 

■ tho text of Admiral Hewitt's inoclaina- 
tion offering £1,000 for Usnian Digma's 
head, and has ordered it withdrawn in 
the moat judicious manner possible. The 

' ' Marquis of Hartington stated this after- 
noon in tho Commons that he had receiv- 
ed a dispatch from Admiral Howitt, ox • 
plaining his reu.soii for issuing the procla- 
mation. Ue assorted that Osman had 
killed two of his messengers, and he there- 
fore considered the rebel chief a murd- 
erer. 

Lo.NDON, March 18. — To day's bulletin 
regarding (iladstone's health states that 
he is slightly better.

military Duelling: in .iiistria. 

A warm discussion is going on iii tho 
A'ienna newsiiapers in connection 
willi the case of an officer recently dis- 
iiiissfid from the army for refusing to 
lif^hl a duel. Two young men named 
liiiilner and .Moii, both limitenants in 
the Ive.serve, and both attmicliiig lec- 
tures ill the University of Graz, luet 
last October ab a railway station. iMorl 
made use of some olVenaive ex|n-e.'isiun 
which Ilintner thought was intended 
for himself. Me asked Mori if it was 
.so, adding that if it wa.s, or if the ox- 
presfiion was repealed, he would box 
his ears. Mori said it was intended for 
another person, and the incident ended. 
Four weeks later Mori sent his seconds 
to Hint nor, callinp! on him for a writ- 
ton apologv and withdraw al of tlieword.s, 
oilieru isi: clialleiuring him to light a 
tlnel. Ilintner refused to withdraw his 
words; lie also "refused absolutely to 
light a duel, hocauaeit was against; his 
religion, against reason and conscience, 
and because duelling was forbidden 
both by the civil and military law." 
Hereupon the matter was brought be- 
fore u court of lioaor, consisting of sup- 
erior otlicera of the 14th Army Corps, 
The decihiou of thiij court was "ap 
proved" and published on the 12 of 
January, and simply reciiea that 
"iTosef Ilintner, lieutenant in the Re- 
servt! of IheTyroleao Jager Regiment 
of the Eui[ieror Franz Josef" is cliarg 
ed with "absolute refusal of a duel, 
and tho aeritence is that the accused 
be deprived of his commission and 
rank." This sentence, it appears, be 
comes forthwith operative. 

TUe Triple Hull. 

Tho inventor of the triple-hulled 
screw ship intended for ocean navi- 
gation, has latHresteil tlif< Londou pub 
lie coiiaiderably in hia unique design. 
Tlic arrangement in this cube provides 
for three separnto vessels bidow water, 
while above only one vesaul is .seen. 
The centro hull, which is somo 201 
feet shorter than tho outside hulls, 
contains the engines, and there are two

uthcr i.s disabled, or the two c.in \w 
worked in unison, ilius increasing the 
the power and speetl. Tho hulls, both 
forward and aft, are poinleij, and ra- 
pidily being equal whether the steam- 
er is -run' backward or forward.

Woiiiaii Nut Color Blind. 

The examinations for color blindne.sa 
by the railroads, antl by physiciuns on 
their own account, have disclosed, as 
is well known, soino euriouR facts. It 
i.s found that in thi.s and otlior conn 
trioH af least four Jier cent of the malp 
population in all largo cities are color 
blind. In the United States, both in 
towns and rural districts, one man in 
evorv twenty-five has this defect of 
vision. He cannot tell green from red 
or blue from yollow. 

Hut it is particularly singular that 
tho exaiuinat ions havo ili.scloaed the 
fact that among women color blind 
nesH is almost unknown. Prof. Tlionip 
son, a great authority, who hase-vainin 
ed the eyes of thousandH of the sex, 
has never met a single ease, nor lia.-i he 
ever heard of any. \\'oiiien can dis- 
tinguish r(\idily botwei'ii the linost 
siiades of color, and at any distance ut 
which they can ape the yarns u.siid in 
the experiments at all. The feminine 
eye is almo.st infallible on these points, 
and the Professor confes.scd his ad- 
miration. Ue even states that he is in- 
clined to believe womon are better suit- 
ed for responsible railroad work tliiui 
men. It will be a notable liay, to be 
marked with the brightest lump of 
chalk and high up on the wall, when 
we see young la lies in the cubs of lo- 
comotives guiding trains across the 
country at a mile a minute, and other 
vouiig ladies kce))ing watch over the 
furnace and ringing tho bell and blow- 
ing the whistles. Bigger crowds will 
gather at the country way statiops than 
ever, and the farmer, who, us it is, no 
matter how urgent hia work, never 
fails to stop jilowing to watch tlu^oars

overland route, and the five years' pio- 
Lectorate of Egypt, which ia now pro- 
posed, will doubtless be extended in- 
delinitely. And it is thus sbeiscon 
tinually adding to and strengthening her 
empire.

The Iffosleni Stiininoiis. 

l''l Mahdiof the Soudan, has summoned 
the iMoslems of India to thick to his stan- 
dard for a holy war. The Jloslams of In- 
dia only number about -11,000,000, in a 
populul'ion of about L'00,000,000— not 
quite one fourth of the entire i)i)pu!ation. 
Tho Hindoos held them in subjection long 
before British rule was eataldished. In 
fact, tho Hindoos hatu the Moslems for 
tlieir arrogance and fanaticism. Tho 
Moslems of that country cannot Hock to 
El Mahdi's standard without encountering 
tho hostility of the Huidoo.s. If the for- 
mer were in tho ascendancy, tho ease 
might be dillereiit. Tho Moslems of that 
country have been appealed to inany times 
and always without any response. , When 
the Hritish wore engaged in a war in Af- 
ghanistan an appeal was recently made to 
all the Mosleaia of India to aid tho 
Afghans. But nothing came of it . Hin- 
doo troops wont to tho aid of tho British 
and rendered good service in securing 
peace. In the last groat Indian mutiny 
tho Mohammedans joined tho rebels. Tho 
Hindoos supposed that thoir religion had 
been attacked through thi device of cart- 
ridges svhich had been greased with tho 
fat of cows and of hogs Tho Moham- 
medans abhor swine, and tho Hindoos re- 
gard cows aa sacred animals. 'It was a 
cunningly dovised scheme to bring both 
parties into tho rebellion. Aa a matter 
of fact, the cartridges uf tho auldiora had 
not been groaned with either a rt of fat. 
The iMohaininedans at that time had no 
grievance. They wont into the rebellion 
hoping to gain some advantages over tho 
Hindoos, and, in fact, in tho Renural 
chaos of war, to poaaeas the country onco 
more. Both in India, Afghaniatim and 
Egypt, tbo Jloaleiiib have encountered 
British troopa, and always with fearful 
losses. The Moaloins of India cannot re- 
spond to El Mahdi's summons, because in 
India the Hindoos are three lo one Mos- 
lem, and the country for the most part ia 
under British rule. There are a little 
over one hundred million Moalumu in tho 
world, and about four hundred milliiiU 
Christians. It duos not look as if Isluin 
waa to rule the world at pruoont.

and one Simpson, luudini; conseivutive 
politiciana, calleil at the bank. 'J'hoy pro- 
duced $5,000 in Diiniinion bills u^kinR 
that it be changud to §100 bills, which 
was done. Inapector Ward prodncod 
documents found in the poHseasion i>f 
Wilkman and Kirklaiid, among them » 
letter to Wilaoii from tliu luiiiistor of tho 
interior at Ottawa containing an oHicial 
appoinlmunt to registrj'ship of Edmonton, 
N. W. Territory. Tho letter to Kirklantl 
dated Manistee, Dooeinbor, 26th, 188:5, 
read as followa: "Dear Sir — Any arrange- 
tnents you may mako with (i iff' or anyone 
else to aid you in getting favorable legi.s- 
lation in Canada to aid us to buy pine 
lands you have surveyed on Pigeon river 
and vicinity, or that wo may survey, will 
be satisfactory to mo, and you are hereby 
authorized tu make such arrangements as 
may seem beat in your judgment, not to 
coat over §10,000. R. G. PisTBKS." Peters 
is an extenaive lumberman. He and 
Kirkland bought 100,000 ?.cres of land 
on Pignuii river boundary. After survey- 
ing ond securing the patent, which cost 
them about $GO,000, it was found that 
under the Ontario laws timber did not go 
with tho land, but was reserved by the 
govoniniont. Kirkland came to Toronto 
before tho soaaion opened and made ar- 
rangenionta with Pardoe, presuiit Ontario 
commissioner of crown hinds, to secure 
the timber, as otherwise the land was 
worthlesa to them. Pardoe refused to dis- 
pose of the timber only at public auction. 
Kirkland has remained hero since, nii.ving 
with the members and treating them lav- 
ishly. Bunting published a card denying 
that ho made any attempt to bribe Dow- 
ling, McKooii or other members of tho 
legislature. The seats of members ap- 
proached by Kirkland and Wilkinson are 
decorated by flowers by their friends and 
admirers for exposing the conspiracy to 
overthrow the L'overnment.

New Snagboat i'or the Fraser. 

The new suagboat for the Fraser river i.s 
being fitted up for service in the rear of the 
custom house. Tho hull was contracted for 
by Mr. William 15. Bolton, Govermneut 
street; it ia 100 foot long, 28 feet boaiu and 
■iy, feet hold. The main deck house is 70 
feet long and abont24feet broad, and along 
each side are small rooms, to be used either 
as quarters for tho crew, or store-rooms, 
oiUces, etOi Somewhere about the centre 
of the hold and rising tln-ough the main- 
diH'k Ih placed a loeomotivo marine boiler, 
the lire passing through the tubes direct to 
the smoke box from wliich rises the funnel. 
The shell is about Iti feet and the flrobox 
idiOiit (i fe(!t long. Tho boiler is aurmount- 
ed by a liu-ge steam drum. 

MACaiSKliV. 

The boat has n stern-wheel, 1(1 feet di- 
ameter, which is driven by two high pres- 
sure horizontal engines, placed on either side 
in tho usual uianuor, with long wooden con- 
necting rods, and tho cylinders are 12 inehen 
by -18 inch stroke. Forward ia a massive 
stpiare derrick frame with a boom for hoist- 
ing purposes, and this will be worked by a 
oorapact hoisting engine with 8-inch cylin- 
ders and 8-inch stroko, capable of raising 
25 tons. Those engines wore formerly on 
the famous vacuum scow, which was made 
for raising sand for goldwnshing purposes 
on tho Frasor river, but are nearly now. 
Tho main ongiuea and boiler, with other 
iron work, wore luauufacturod ut the Albion 
Iron Works. Upon the hurricane deck, tho 
wheel-house and quarters for tha captain, 
and those who have charge of tho boat, aro 
being put up, and in a short time the boat 
will be ready for work, and doubtless prove 
of the greatest benefit, not only to the navi- 
gation of the Proaar, but to other rivers 
where navigation ia obstructed from similar 
onuaes.

From his honor tho lieutenant-governor 
stating that ha had seen by tho public 
press that it was the wiah of the council, 
in connection with tho government, tu 
ei'ocl a shed on Beacmi Hill for tho pur- 
pose of holding agricultural exhibitions;

and having heard that tho site fixed upon 
waa tho ground sot a[)art for tho use of 
tho Victoria cricket club reminded tho 
council that tho aaid ground had been 
drained, and fenced and kept in condition 
by the cricket club at a cost of ,500. 
His hoiiur also addeil that substantial im- 
provomonts contomplatod by the club 
would bo prevented if this . site wore 
chosen for the agricultural exhibition, and 
protested against any action aimed at what 
could well be called the noble game of 
cricket. 

Couii. (ioweii moved that tho communi- 
cation be received and laid upon tho table 
for further consideration. 

Ooun. John Robertson, in aeconding, 
said the communication threw more light 
on tho subject than ho had boon previous- 
ly cognizant of. By tho letter it was ap- 
parent that for 15 years at least tho ground 
iKiel beoii kept, and no games played upon 
it. Thoy Would very likely, if allowed to 
rotidn tlio use of the land, keep it for 
another 16 years without' playing upon it. 

Coun. Boyd aaid the ground was a 
cnckot greiuiid in name only for no games 
hid been played upon it for years. Ho 
waa in favor ol Conn. Guwon's motion. 

Ooun. Wrigleaworth said that for tho 
last throe years the grinind had boon un- 
der the Huperviaion of the council, and if 
seeded down it had been dune by tho 
council, and -at the expense of the cor- 
poral ion.

There is a mark 
across hia nose - as though he had struck 
against something. The deceased was of 
a despondent nature and a short time ago 
Mr. E. Cook, of the Grangers' Market, 
had all he could do to save liini from be - 
ing drowned in Commercial Inlet, lie 
lived almost a hermit's life on the isla-id, 
waa 52 years of age and a nativo of Ork- 
ney, Scotland, where his wife resides. 

A serious cutting affray took place on 
Sunday morning on tho Departure Hay 
road in close proximity to 'he Mueliitaw 
camp between sevi'i'.d sailors of the barque 
Ferris .S. Thompson and a iiuiiiljer of In 
diana. One of the aailors had his skull 
crushed in. Dr. Cluness taking out a num- 
ber of crushed and broken pieces of the 
bono, which left a triangular hole an inch 
long. The sailor was taken to the Naiiiumo 
hospital and Dr. Cluncas has very little 
hopes of his recovery. An Indian received 
a severe stab, but the weapon striking a 
rib glanced oll and did not enter the lungs.

Tho 
Indians state that the sailors wore drunk 
and fighting among themselves and they 
came out of their hoiiae.s to see what was 
tho matter and they were attacked by the 
sailurb who wure aniuMl with knives.

Retracing thoir 
steps to the starting point they soaroliod 
Mr. Isaacs' coat, which hung in the hall 
outside his bedroom, takine therefrom a 
kid glove, which was afterwards found be- 
hind tho counter in the store. They thou 
made their way downstairs into iMr. 
Hart's bedroom, which is directly at the 
back of the store; and only partly par- 
titioned oil from it. They must have 
passed within a yard of where Mr. Hart 
was sleeping, and although the latter is a 
light sleeper, ho remained in blissful un- 
oonsciousno.sH of the midiiighl intruders. 
-V favorite poodle dog which always sleeps 
at tho foot of the bed, and which ordi- 
narily is alive to the slightest, sound, 
gave no sign of uneasiness, which may bo 
a(!ceptod as evidence that he was acquain- 
ted with tho robbers. Thence they went 
into the store itself, from which they 
abstracted between thirty and forty gidd 
and silver watches, two dozen gold rings, 
three dozen silver rings, a gold watch 
chain and two revolvers.

EGYPT. 

Ale.xandkia, March 10. — Tlio men-of- 
war Condor and Myrmidon have suddenly 
departed for Suakin.

PACIFIC COAST. 
San Francisco, March 19. — Advices

Cross levee, in tho middle 8ecti(ui on Rob- 
ert's Island, have inundated about 14,000 
acres of wdieat. In tho ui)[ior section 
7,000 acres are inundated, making in all 
up to this morning 21,000 acres of wheat 
destroyed. Fears aro entertained that 
the loveo separating the middle and lower 
sections will give way. In that case the 
whole island would be inundated. People 
are leaving as rapidly as possible. Tho 
total loss up to tho [>rcsent time is esti- 
mated at .^500,000. 

EUROPE. 

Pauls, March 19. — Tho communists 
celebrated tho anniversary of tho begin- 
ning of tho communism of IH71 last even- 
ing by baiupiets in tho sever.il suburbs. 
Tho speeches were of a violent revolution- 
ary character. 

Republiquo Francaiso says that France 
cannot treat v/ith China only on tho basis 
of indemnity and the recognition by 
China of French aupremacy over the whole 
of Tompiin. 

P.ER.NE, March 19. — Tho Swiss federal 
council decided to grant extradition of 
anarchists whenever asked for. Other- 
wise all anarchists will bo expelled. 

Lo.sDo.N, March 19. — The strike of fac- 
tory operatives at Fitchen, Buliomia, is 
spreading. Officials of tho city received a 
letter threatening them with death and a 
battalion of troops havo been dispatched to 
the centre of disturbances. 

EASTERN STATES. 

BosTO.s , March 19. — Police OlUcer Ken- 
dall captured .lames Donovan, a burglar, 
this morning; but while ttiking him to 
the station was tripped by Donovan and 
brutally beaten with his own club. Kondell 
succeeded in drawing a revolver and shot 
Donovan in the mouth, inflicting a wound 
from wdiich tho burglar died eleven min- 
utes after . 

W.isHi.sii ro.N, March 19. — Curtin, 
chairman of committee on foreign afl'airs, 
reported as a privileged question the fol- 
lowing resolutions: "Resolved, that tho 
roaolutions referring to the death of Herr 
Lasker, ado|ited by this House Jan. 9th 
last, were intended aa a tribute of respect 
to the memory of an eminent statesman, 
who had died within the United States, and 
an expreaaion of sympathy with the Ger- 
man people, of whom he had been an 
honorable representative." Resolved, that 
this House having no official concern with 
tho rohitions between tho executive and 
legislative branches of tho German gov- 
ernment, does not deem it requisite tu its 
dignity to criticise tho manner of tho re- 
ception of tho resolutions, or the circum- 
stances which prevented thoir reaching 
their destination after they had passed 
through tho proper channels to Germany. 
Curtin immediately dumandcd that tho 
previous question should not bo ordered, 
as tho House had mado apologies enough 
for having been insulted. Cox (New- 
York) moved to lay the whole matter on 
the table. That was the way to treat tho 
German Chancellor. Tho motion waa 
lost by 83 to 23.
